FOR JUSTICE. . 

On Thursday last delegates from the Irish 
Leaseholders’ . Protection Association waited 
on the Free State Minister for Justice, and 
requested the introduetion of legislation 
which would enable the leaseholder in pos- 
session to become owner of the ground, and 
“thus remove the many anomalies and un- 
fair conditions and stipulations of the pre- 
sent out-of-date leasehold system.” 

The delegates presented their grievances, 
and suggested remedies, pointing out, among 
other things, “ the unfair position of the 
leaseholder, who is a taxpayer, on the ex- 
piration of the lease, as the landlord then 

ad dictatorial powers which he may use 
as a means of appropriating the leaseholder’s 
property to his own use. e present system 
is a great hindrance to proprietors with leases 
nearing expiration who would rebuild or ex- 
tend their premises, as often no satisfactory 
conditions can be obtained for a renewed 
lease, and it aso adversely affects their 
dealings with banks.” 

Some obstacles in the way of dealing with 
the matter were pointed out, and after a 
discussion the Minister agreed to consider 
the points put before him.

SE Potato Dish for the Cold 
Weather.

A remark that the demand íor potatoes had 
eased reminds me of a potato dish which is a 
favourite in the French Alps. Probably, some 
of my readers have tasted and enjoyed it on a 
holiday abroad, and they may like to know 
how to prepare it. 

A batter is made thus :—To a beaten-up egg 
half a pint of milk and the same quantity of 
water is added; then four ounces of flour, a 
tablespoonful of: melted butter, and salt to 
taste. 

This is poured into a large flat fireproof 
dish, and the potatoes (peeled and thinly 
sliced) are put into it. It.is baked for half 
an hour in a slow oven, When it begins to 
brown .grated cheese is sprinkled over the 


top. 

For a feast day cream is used instead of 
milk. 

The English friend who gave me the recipe 
told me that she had made it in her own 
kitchen in London, and very successfully, with 
tinned milk diluted with water to the re- 
quired consistency. A good deal depends on 
the amount of cheese used ; it should be gene- 
rous, but not so lavish as to destroy the effert 
of a potato dish. lt is served in the dish ir 
which it is cooked.

WHEN WINTER COMES. 

Despite the generally dark weather the 
Gardens were visited during the week by 
1,088 members of the public, which is well 
over the number (956) that passed the 
gate in the corresponding week in 1929. 
Although a good many of the animals, on 
these short and dark days, are fond of 
retiring into the indoor chambers of their 
enclosures—and the giant tortoise has gone 
into definite hibernation and is no longer 
available as a weather prophet—a morn- 
ing visit to the Roberts House will at 
once banish all expectation of a merely 
sombre reception on the part of the great 
carnivora. The lions—home-bred and 
forest-bred alike—make the house re- 
sound with their challenging roars, 
terrific enough, one would think, to strike 
veritable awe into their smaller near 
neighbours, the leopards, who, however, 
iar from exhibiting the least perturbation, 
seem bent on showing off their own acro- 
batic agility with a series of playful 
somersaults that are really charming to 
view. The tigers alone, perhaps, keep an 
attitude of reserve: and their reserve is 
open to the suspicion of being business- 
like. The one that is hardest to see— 
whose cage, in faet, frequently seems. at 
first sight to be empty—has plainly all 
the gifts of a practised deer-stalker, and 
knows, too, what human beings were meant 
for before the invention of ‘‘ zoos.’’ 


NOISY DEMONSTRATIONS. 


The wintering ducks, that so strongly 
putronise these Gardens every year from 
November to May, always furnish: an 
“bic! of interest to visitors, as one never 
‘nows on what morning some of the less 
common kinds—perhaps. a few scaup or 
a shoveller or merganser—will present 
themselves among the large crowd of 
pochards, mallards and tufted duck that, 
as a rule. cover the lake. These. too, 
greatly vary in their numbers from day 
to dav; but on Saturday last they 
appeared unusually numerons, “having 
come in, as Dr. Ferrar remarked, in the 
small hours of the morning, as if to show 
their respects to the Council, after two 
days during which they were little to be 
seen. The same night, a few hours earlier, 
had been remarkable for the noisy passing 
over of Immense numbers of curlews, who 
eeme, it would seem, from the same point 
of the compass as the ducks. thongh they 
did not. like the ducks, take up their 
quarters in the grounds. These noisy 
demonstrations of night-flying hirds—like 
the “rushes ” that. in migration over sea, 
eause sé many to kill themselves by 
striking the lighthouse lanterns—usnally 
take place during the “dark half’’ of the 
moon, which had, in fact, just begun on 
the occasion of Friday night’s rush of 
whaups.

The Last Irish Duel. 


Dipping into any of the numerous 
books that relate to Daniel O’Connell 
and his times, I have not infrequently 
come across the statement that thé last 
duel fought in Ireland was the one 
between the Liberator and D’Esterre. 
That “ affair of honour,” as such illicit 
meetings were euphemistically desig- 
nated, was, however, by rio means the 
last. English and Irish newspapers of 
the ‘thirties and ’forties have paragraphs 
describing such affrays; but what would 
seem to haye been the, last Irish duel was 
fought in February, 1851. In an old 
English journal, dated March 8th, 
1851, appears a paragraph to the effect 
that ‘‘ a hostile meeting took place on 27th 
ult.. at Merville. near Sligo, between th» 
Mayor of the town, E. H. Verdon, Esq., 
solicitor, and Charles E. Sedley, Esq., 
solicitor,’’ and that “ after an exchange 
of shots, the parties were, with much 
difficulty, taken- off the ground. = The 
duels originated in an article inserted 
in the ‘Champion’ newspaper, of which 
the Mayor is proprietor.’’ Here, then, 
is proof that ogir provincial Press could 
give a sharp punch when it liked. 


Book Week in U.S. 


It issonly when ote realises the amount 
of work that, in other countries, is being 
done to deal with educational problems 
that our backwardness in that respect be- 
comes apparent." “Irish boys and girls 
attending the primary schools receive 
nothing like the dynamic urge’ towards 
the study of the world’s great wonders, 
natural and artificial, that 1s given in the 
United States. Towards that object the 
institution of a national Book Week is 
one of the chief means. The twelfth 
annual Children’s Book-Week is being 
held this week, and fh the exhibitions of 
old and new books, mostly illustrated, all 
the churches, leading libraries and book- 
shops are taking part. Altogether, some- 
thing like two thousand different com- 
munities will co-operate ; and all varieties 
of literature that encourage a knowledge 
of the world will be displayed in town 
and village libraries, while newspapers 
and magazines will devote pages to 
lectures and descriptions of the exhibits 
in all the leading centres. As a stimulus 
to young minds athirst for knowledge, the 
idea should find world-wide adoption. 


Horn-Books. 


I am often struck by the persistence of 
the ancient form in children’s toys. The 
present-day ‘tracing slates,”’ which can 
be had for a few pence, bear an evolu- 
tional relation to the primer, or apparatus 
for learning the elements of reading used 
in England before the days of printing 
and common down to the time of George II. 
It consisted of a single leaf of vellum— 
and later of paper—containing on one 
side the alphabet, lazge and small, in 
block letter or in Roman, with, perhaps, 
a small regiment of monosyllables. Then 
followed a form of exercises and the Lord’s 
Prayer, with, as a finale, the Roman 
numerals. The leaf was usually set in a 
frame of wood, with a slice of transparent 
horn in front; hence the name of ‘ horn- 
book.” It was also supplied with a handle 
and string for hanging at the child’s 
girdle. Most horn-books were ornamented 
with figures of the Cross, and came to be

A Journey to [reland. 


There are now so few inconveniences in 
travelling that when I recently heard an 
acquaintance declaiming on some minor 
discomforts, I showed him a rare old work 
in which is a “ little sketch ’’ of a journey 
from London to Dublin in 1764. 

The “' first course '’ was the 190 miles 
coaching journey to West Chester, from 
where there were two routes to Dublin— 
one vu Park-gate, a little seaport 12 
miles below Chester ; the other overland to 
Holyhead. On this occasion the traveller 
chose the latter route, but he advised 
others, who had much baggage, “ to take 
the passage from Park-gate.’’ It was not 
only troublesome, he said, but expensive 
as well, to get luggage over the moun- 
tainous country and the wide, rapid ferries 
of North Wales, even though a turnpike 
road had just been made and a “ coach or 
two ’’ ran between Chester and the Head, 
“which they perform in two days very 
well.”

Robespierre.

Dublin’s Citadel. 


My paragraph on de Gomme's project 
for a Dublin ettadel has prompted Fuine 
spondent to tell me of a similar project 
suggested, in 1674, by Andrew Yarranton, 
a famous economist of the day. In a 
book entitled “ England’s Improvement 
by Sea and Land,” published in 1677, 
Yarranton describes in detail an elaborate 
scheme for the improvement of the Port 
of Dublin, as prepared by him during a 
visit to Dublin in November, 1674, acting 
on a commission from Sir Francis 
Brewster, the Lord Mayor. 

His scheme, which is illustrated by a 
most interesting plan, provided for a 
series of locks, on the Dutch model, at 
the mouth of the Liffey, with three 
‘‘cuts’’ (or canals) in the slobland, be- 
tween Ringsend and “ Lasey Hill.” Pro- 
vision is also made for the building of a 
“very strong cittadel’’ covering four 
acres at the end of the central ‘‘cut,’’ 
and, apparently, close to the mouth of the 
River Dodder; for, as Yarranton wrote, 
““at present the Castle of Dublin is in a 
hole in the middle of the town, and so 
may many ways miss of the ends that it 
was intended for.” 

Yarranton estimated the total cost of 
the scheme at £20,000, a very moderate 
sum as compared with de Gomme’s 
£130,000 project. Apparently, however, it 
was also too expensive for the Corpora- 
tion; for we hear no more of either 
scheme, 


A Centenarian. 


On a certain hillside in County Dublin 
one may see that most pathetic of all 
dumb creatures, a bMnd sheep dog. He is 
a friendly dog if one approaches him in 
the right way; indeed, he seems to love 
the sound of a human voice, and, if one 
talks to him in a tone that is neither 
threatening nor timid, he will respond 
with every sign of delight, and even try 
to have a game that too often ends in 
disaster. I have often tried to find out 
something of his history, and not long 
ago I met a very small boy who lives on 
the other side of the hill. He knew a'l 
about the blind dog. 

“He's terrible ould.” he said solemnly, 
to my surprise; for the dog has none of 
the signs of age, and I had always thought 
his blindness must be due to some accident. 
“How old’’? I asked. 

The smal] boy thought for a minute.

his film version insists upon one of the out- 
standing points in the book: that no one 
can do er than that which he does, all 
pesca the victims of war. It is the philó- 
sophical Posnanski who brings this out 
strongly when he says that war, being as it 
is, nothing other than what is laid down in 
regulations may be doné. 

e film version of “ The Case of Sergeant 
Grischa ” cannot, of course. be quite the 
same as the book; the story had to be made 
more direct, and the wholt thing shortened 
considerably. Because of this necessity for 
a shortening and clarifying process, much 
that is magnificent in the book had to be 
sacrificed. Grischa’s days and nights in the 
forest had to be made less lyrical, and the 
leisure hours of Lieutenant Winfried much 
less amorous. The discussions in the hos- 
pital, the guard-room, the telephone ex- 
change, and in the officers’ rooms, all had 
tw be sacrificed, as had also the rigours of 
the expedition that set out to repair the 
telephone wires to Mervinsk. Thus a lot of 
Arnold Zweig has been lost in the filming 
process, but Grischa himself emerges &ven 
more heroic than from tbe reading; less 
primitive possibly, but certainly more 
attractivo. 

In the film a straig]:5 story is carved from 
the tortuous novel. Then the moment when 
Grischa is first encountered loading timber 
ia the prison camp to that great moment 
when he pins his Cross of St. George on his 
breast and steps out with his executionérs, 
the story grips with increasing power. With 
friends in the forest he was never happy, 
and so when Babka gives the name of her 
relative at Mervinsk and presents Grischa 
with the identity disc of a dead man, his 
real adventures begin. Escaping from a 
prison-camp was one thing; keeping clear of 
re-capture while still within the German 
lines quite another. Re-captured, he was tried 
by court-martial as a spy and sentenced to 
death. Then the real drama of war begins. 
Everyone believed Grischa to be innocent, 
but discipline being discipline, an example 
had to he made, and regulations had to be 
obeyed. 

Posnanski, his judge, and General von 
Lychow, the confirming authority, both 
believed that to execute Grischa would be 
to take the life of an innocent man; and the 
General set himself to avoid such a blot upon 
his division and  -a country. A guard from 
the prison-camp establishes the fact that the 
prisoner is not Bjuscheff, as his dise 
proclaims, but Grischa; so the General 
permits him to leave the cell and fraternise 
with the men. General von Schieffenzahn, 
however, had different views : he must main- 
tain discipline, and wired that the sentence 
should be carried out within twenty-four 
hours. <A visit from von Lychow contrasts 
these two Generals; one believing that the 
State must be founded upon justice, the other 
that the State itself creates justice, Finding 
von Schieffenzahn immovable von Lychow sets 
out on his return journey, but when he had 
gone Schieffenzahn so far relents as to order 
cancellation of the execution order. But the

The various phases in the career of Grischa 
are portrayed excellently by Chester Norris. 
His acting will grip audiences, and make them 
feel what such a man must feel on the verge 
of the grave. In frenzy or in elation at pos- 
sible release his acting 1s splendidly realistic. 
To some people, however, the acting of Alec. 
B. Francis, as von Lychow, G. von Seyffer- 
titz as Schieffenzahn, and Jean Hersholt, as 
Posnanski, will give greater satisfaction. 
Betty Compson’s Babka is hardly one of her 
greatest roles, but this piece of mis-casting 
does not seriously affect a fine film,

CORK, Sunday. 

The Chairman’ of the Cork Branch of 
the British Legion Relief Fund, in a 
statement thanking those who helped in 
the annual sale of poppies (which is 
stated to have far exceeded the sales ol 
other years), reveals the fact that while 
the ex-soldiers have many friends and 
helpers in Southern Ireland, there is one 
donor who is especially generous. Every 
year for the past three years £100 has 
been received from an anonymous friend. 
Another anonymous contributor sends £50 
every year. These gifts enable the mem- 
bers of the Relief Committee to attend to 
some cases which do not come within the 
limits laid down by the Central Fund. 

There are many cases of men who served 
through the War, but who, for various 
reasons, must depend for help upon in- 
dividual subscribers, and the band of 
voluntary helpers in the city and through- 
out the surrounding counties. The recent 
appeal on behalf of ex-Service men in 
Southern Ireland, issued over the name of 
the Duke of Portland, does not exaggerate 
in the slightest degree the precarious posi- 
tion in which these men now find them- 
selves. They are living on the verge oi 
starvation, unable, ause of their 
wounds and the present industrial depres- 
sion, to provide for their families. In 
some cases they occupy houses which are 
mere hovels. During the past week £460 
was collected, and will be devoted to well- 
deserved relief, but it will go only a 
little way to relieve the prevailing distress 
and poverty. 

It is true that the Central Fund supple- 
ments the amount subscribed locally, and, 
as Mr. Weatherall believes, will, doubt- 
less, continue to do so while the need 
exists. Cork, too, is really doing its best, 
but the time is at hand when a new line 
of action must be taken. 


TRADES FOR THE TUBERCULAR. 


The Committee of Management of Cork 
Sanatorium has been considering the 
adoption of a scheme prepared by Dr. 
Ahern for the training of patients in 
carpentry and woodwork, somewhat on the 
lines of the scheme at present in operation 
at Peamount, County Dublin, It is pro- 
posed that patients shall be taught the 
rudiments of the trade in specially con- 
structed sheds. In this way their time 
would be occupied usefully, and the com- 
mittee should be well repaid for the 
initial expenditure necessary. 

At its recent meeting the committee also 
considered a recommendation that there 
should be special treatment for children, 
and that a should be made for 
portion of the sanatoria grant to be ap- 
plied to the erection of an extra wing 
where consumptive children could be 
treated. The Government has set aside 
£13,600 for the erection of sanatoria, and 
£6,000 has been devoted to paying off the 
debt on the County Cork Sanatorium. 

The Chairman said that the Department 
had stated specifically that the money was 
to be spent in SM buildings for the

“THE SWEEP.”’ 


Cork’s interest in the Irish hospitals® 
sweepstake reached its greatest pitch 
during the last few days, when there was 
a greatly increased demand for tickets. On 
Saturday every single ticket in Cork was 
sold out, and would-be purchasers telo- 
graphed and telephoned to friends ani 
relatives in Dublin to buy tickets for them, 
One shopkeeper in Cork showed me a 
request trom a Yorkshire friend to pu 
chase no less than twenty tickets, íor 
which a cheque was enclosed. The next 
‘“sweep’’ will have a greater interest for 
Cork people, as all the Cork hospitals wil! 
benefit. 


HEAVY ROAD TRAFFIC. 


An interesting motion having reference 
to the forthcoming Traffic Bill was under 
discussion at the meeting of the Cork 
County Council last week. Mr. Maurice 
Murphy moved that ’bus and heavy motor 
lorry traffic should be greatly restricted, 
or even forbidden, in such areas as ara 
already provided with suitable railway 
services, in view of the crushing expense 
of making and maintaining roads suitabl» 
for such traffic. He complained that the 
amount of money paid into the Road 
Fund in the form of taxation on ‘buses 
and heavy lorries went only a very short 
distance towards meeting the damage 
caused to the roads, and declared this 
the publi, through the rates, were sub- 
sidisiug motor “bus trafic. Mr. Murph: 
suggests that the Minister in charge oí! 
the Traffic Bill which will be introduced 
in the Dail during the coming session 
shall be asked to have the duplication 
of services eliminated by restricting » 
prohibiting certain classes of heavy traffic 
on some roads. 

From a statement made by the Chair- 
man of the Council it appeared that some 
years ago that body considered this aspect 
of the matter, and passed a resolution 
on the lines now suggested by Mr. Murphy. 
It was recognised by the members that, if 
the railways were given a monopoly of 
the traffic in any particular area, the 
rates might be increased, and (in view of 
the evidence tendered last week by farmers 
at the Railway Tribunal regarding pro- 
posals to increase rates) that the second 
state might be infinitely worse than the 
first. Mr. J. Barry was the one champion 
of the ’bus traffic. He said that to confine 
themselves solely to railway traffic would 
be cutting right across progress. The 
matter is to be further considered.

\lrs. Sheehy-Skeffington (Dublin) said that 
ihe uMiversities were among the greatest 
adepts at hiding the light; instead of taking 
a lead, they otten resented suggestions from 
the outside publie. Libraries were doing 
about the best on the whole, The two Dublin 
universities were not only rather apart and 
auidemic in this matter, but they were also 
virtually waterstight. One hardly recognised 

other, and she thought there was in 
lreland no lack of rich and valuable material 
to be worked on. 

Seumas O Tallamhain (An Fáinne), speak- 
ing in Irish, said that the Gaelic League was 
doing the best work for those net attending 
school.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S EFFORTS. 

Professor F, E. Hackett said that the Royal 
Dublin Society had been endeavouring in a 
‘mall way to help along the mevement by a 
scheme of extern lectures in provincial towns 
for the past three or four years. Lectures had 
been given stimulating knowledge in branches 
of science and craftsmanship. ey had been 
the means of bringing Professor MacAllster 
into various parts of Ireland, and his lectures 
had been extremely useful in diffusing a know- 
ledge of Irish archeology. They had con- 
siderable demands for Professor Allister 
from all parts of Ireland. Lectures like these, 
however instruetrye, did not touch the real 
problem of adult education. He also thought 
that they took a wrong view about lectures 
and made them altogether too ‘‘ bookish.”’ 

GAELIC LEAGUE'S ATTITUDE. 

Mr, P. T. McGinley, representing the Gaelic 
League, declared that if national efforts were 
worth anything, and if the being ex- 
pended at present was not to be wasted, they 
should inquire what the future would bring in 
reading and writing Gaelic. It was time 
to prepare for that. They of the Gaelic 
League gs not, co-operata with any 
body ow proposed to perpetuate 
English culture or civilisatiog in Jreland. 
Ir he had a dictator’s power over the library 
ihe first thing he would do would be to 
cast nine-tenths of the books into the sea, 
and he thought in doing so he would be 
doing a good day’s worl for Irish civilisa- 
tion. Nine-tenths of, the books selected re- 
presented the English mind, English 
standards of tastes, conduct, morality vary 
often, and many things good san, for Eng- 
land, but wrong im this country, all of which 
the Gaelic League was in rebellion against. 

“Talkies” and radio were inimical to 
Trish education, and must be destroyed or 
controlled. They were disstminating nglish 
and American ideals. They had no national 
culture in the country up to now, and he 
regretted that even their universities were 
worthless from that point of view. 

Mr. T. Gay, Librarian, Capel Street 
Library, said that, as one with wide experi- 
ence of lhbrames, he refuted, on behalf of 
Dublin, the statement that some of the 
books in the lbraries were inimical to Irish 
nationality and culture. The fact of the 
inatter was that a number of people in the 
Gaelic League did not realise the extent to 
whieh the stock of books in the libraries 
might help. He thought it unfair to attack 
the library movement in general. The extent 
to which the libraries were helping the Irish 
language was not recognised. It would be a 
poor day when a library would confine its 

‘ock to any particular field of knowledge. 
They had much to learn from abroad. 

FORCE OF NATIONALITY.

Siz,—Now that the Protestant Primates 
have made their protest, and that. pre- 
sumably, the interests of their co-religionists 
are safe from Catholic oppression—so far as 
the Privy cil ean make them safe—one 
may, perhaps, be permitted to direct notice 
te some aspects of the incident which have 
as yet attracted little attention. It has not 
been stated for how long their Graces have 
emtertained the fear that the “fair and 
generous ” treatment, which they admit has 
hitherto been extended to the members of 
their, Church in the Free State may not 
continue. We do knew, however. that as 
long ago as December last they interviewed 
President Cosgrave on the matter, and were 
not reassured by his reply. Is it impertinent 
to inquire why they maintained such com- 
plete silence on a matter so vital to their 
Church during the long interval that has 
since elapsed? One ventures to think that any 
other section of the community ' which 
believed its imterests endangered, and found 
the heads of the State unresponsive to its 
plea for protection, would have taken 
rompter steps to bring its grievance to the 
nowledge of the public. inisters, after 
all, are but the servants of the people, 
and the natural, as well as the constitutiona). 
— in such circumstances is to appeal 
som the servant to the master. 

This course the Primates seem studiously 
to have avoided. Instead, they hugged their 
grievance in silence for practically a whole 
year, and then launched their protest at the 
moment whea the representatives of the State 
were engaged in most delicate negotiations 
with the rulers of the other Dominions for 
a constitutional reform, which, to 
majority of our citizens, is but a logical 
corollary of the declaration of Dominion co- 
equality promulgated by the Imperial Con- 
ference of 1 In other words, their 
Graces chose to make their appeal not to 
their fellow-countrymen, but to the rulers 
of other countries, and under cireumstances 
calculated to excite the worst kind of 
—. against. the rulers of their own. 

eir Graces ask for fair play from the 
Free State. Is not the Free State entitled 
to fair play from them? 

In another respect also the circumstances 
of the publication of the Primates’ protest 
are highly disturbing. Mr. McGilligan, in 
his broadcast address to the American le 
last Sunday evening, attributed their action 
to the i ation of a remnant of the Irish 
landlord party now resident in England. 
Coming from the principal delegate of the 
Free State at the Imperial Conference, one 
might have expected such a statement to 
receive their Graces’ attention, and that, if 
untrue, they would have denied it. Their 
failure, so far, to do so is all the more 
regrettable in view of more circumstantial 
statements now in circulation. These are that 
the chief proponent of their Graces’: views 
during these recent weeks in London 
was none other than Lord Danesfort, and 
that it was he, in fact, and not their Graces, 
who issued the protest for publication in 
the British Press. Your readers will scarcely 
need to be told Lerd Danesfort’s record im 
Irish — especially if they are reminded 
that he is the former Sir John Butcher, 
Conservative M.P. for York. In pre-Treaty 
days he was one of the most determined 
opponents of the grant of Irish self-govern- 
inent, and since the establishment of the Free 
State he has never ceased in his efforts to 
make trouble for it. 

If the statement of Mr. McGilligan and the 
others to which I have referred be without 
foundation, they can easily be refuted; but 
I do suggest they should not be ignored. 
Otherwise it will be difficult for the public to 
avoid the suspicion that the heads of the 
Protestant Church in this country have been 
the acquiescent instruments of Anglo-Irish 
oliticians engaged in an attempt to em- 
arrass, if not subvert, the Free State. Such 
acquiescence would be no less than disloyalty 
to the State and equally, I submit, a grave 
disservice to the Protestant minority. 

One bright feature of the situation must 
be gladly acknowledged. It is that, as 
shown by the correspondence in your columns, 
the protest does not represent the views of 
all Irish Protestants, and that many of them 
will continue to trust for protection to she 
sense of justice of their countrymen rather 
than to the decrees of British Courts, or the 
intrigues of British politicians. This, it is 
true, is no new phenomenon in Trish affairs. 
At all times there have been stout Protestant 
champions of Irish autonomy; but it is well 
that the fact should be emphasised at this 
juncture when their leaders show so sadly 
different a spirit.—Yours, etc.,

development. First cost, weight and dura- 
bility are the three important factors in 
connection with a battery of this kind, and 
,a new battery like the Drumm must be 
considered in comparison with the best 
existimg types of battery im regard to these 
ithree points. Lead batteries have a useful 
| Efe of from five to ten years; so it is evident 
that some years must elapse after the first 
really large Drumm battertes have been put 
in service before any definite opinion can be 
fermed as to their durability. 

The capacity of the Drumm battery for 
taking a large charge rapidly is not altogether 
a Virtue, as it is obvious that, unless a very 
large number were in use and being charged 
wt different times of the day, excessive loads 
would be thrown on the generating station 
supplying the charge and on the plant used 
for converting alternating current from the 
Shannon into the direct current necessary 
for charging. As it is rwmoured that trains 
for railway serviee are te be equipped with 
the Drumm battery in the near future, it is 
to be hoped that one train at least will be. 
equipped with lead accumulators to form an 
exact basis for comparison. Unless this is 
done, the experiment will be of little value.

SENATOR JOHNSON 
EDENDERRY. 


A largely attended Labour meeting was held 
in Edenderry yesterday, Mr. B. McGuinness 
presiding, EE 

Senater Johnson, referring to the Imperial 
Conference, said that it was evident from the 
indications reported in the Press that the 
question of the Saorstdt’s relation to the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council had 
heen shelved. The logical conclusion to be 
drawn from the report of the 1926 Conference 
as to the equality of status was that there 
could be no appeal from a judgment of the 
Supreme Court of this State, in respect to the 
laws of this State, to any Court or authority 
outside this State. 

There is no shadow of doubt that on this 
question: there- is to he found a nearer 
approach to unanimity among the parties in 
this country than on almost any other ques- 
tion that could arise. 
Deputy Lemass was reported to have said. 
that the Government ought to take immediate 
advantage of that state of public opinion and 
introduce such legislation to amend the Con- 
stitution as will remove any doubt on the 
subject, making clear to al! men that there is 
neither legislative nor judicial nor executive 
autherity over the people of Saorstát Eireann 
in any institution outside the State. 


LABOUR PARTY’S POLICY. 

Mr. William Davin, T.D., said that the new 
constitutién ‘of thé party, which came into 
existence last March, made it possible for all 
individual subscribers and supporters to have 
a share of responsibility for framing the 
future policy and programme of the party. 
The draft programme which was _ recently 
published was not the last word in Labour 
policy, and it certainly could, and would, he 
amended from time to time, so as to coincide 
with the views expressed by their supporters 
at anonal party conferences.

Arms and the Men. 


The more spectacular events of the last 
week in connection with the Imperial and 
Indian Conferences diverted public atten- 
tion from the Preparatory Conference on 
Disarmament, which in some respects is 
not the least important of the three. For 
some years this Preparatory Commission 
has been meeting from time to time at 
Geneva, in an effort to clear the way for an 
eventual conference at which the real 
issues of disarmament may be decided. 
Hitherto little progress has been made. At 
the last meeting, for instance, Count 
Bernstorff’s proposal in regard to trained 
reserves was defeated. The British repre- 
sentative did not vote, and the result is 
that the French Government has got its 
way. Trained reserves will not count if, 
and when, the question of disarmament on 
land comes to be considered. The whole 
business; therefore, will be farcical ; for a 
country with a huge number of trained 
reserves may have a very small regular 
army. The fact seems to be that none 
of the Continental Powers wishes to abide 
by the clause in the Versailles Treaty 
which states that the compulsory disarma- 
ment of Germany and the other Central 
Powers must be regarded as a prelude to 
the general disarmament of the civilised 
world. Germany was compelled to disband 
her fighting forces, but was allowed to re- 
tain a standing professional army. of 
100,000 She virtually no 
artillery, no military aircraft and no 
tanks. From the military point of view 
she is impotent. 

Unfortunately, none of the other con- 
tinental countries has taken seriously its 
obligation to disarm. Britain has made 
heavy sacrifices in her Navy, thus weaken- 
ing her first line of defence; but France 
and Italy have refused to follow her 
example. On land the situation is even 
worse. France to-day has the strongest 
army inthe world. Shehasa war strength 
of 4,500,000 men, of whom less than 
700,000 rank as “ army ”: the rest are 
trained reserves. She has no fewer than 
2,667 military aeroplanes, 2,000 training 
machines and 2,500 tanks. Poland’s war 
strength is 2,250,000, and she has 1,000 
aeroplanes ; Rumania and Yugoslavia have 
2,000,000 men apicce and nearly 1,000 
aeroplanes between them. There are 
more armed men in Europe to-day than 
there were before 1914. Nobody knows the 
strength of Soviet Russia’s army, but we 
may assume that it is at least as mighty as 
that of the last of the Tsars. Furthermore, 
all the nations are striving to increase 
their defences. New fortresses are being 
built ; espionage is at work again through- 
out the Continent, and the bad, old game 
of alliances is in full swing. In the mean- 
at Geneva discuss 
solemnly the relative merits of the Cecil 
and the Boncour plans, knowing full well 
that. neither has the least chance of adop- 
tion. Disarmament is a beautiful dream, 
born ont of the stress of war, but the 
world in which we live continues to be 
governed by ugly facts. 

The principal stumbling-block to dis- 
armament has been the persistent demand 
of France and her continental allies for 
security. Very naturally, they are anxious 
that they shall be safeguarded in every 
possible way from future attack, and the 
political history of Europe during the last 
twelve years has been largely the history

The B.B.C. and Opera... 

If any single organisation can set’ opera 
in England firmly on its feet, that 
organisation is the British Broadcasting 
‘Company. ‘We welcome, therefore, ite. 
announcement, that it has concluded an 
agreement to this end with the Covent 
Garden Opera Syndicate, Limited. Indeed, 
we are inclined to cherish great hopes; 
for already the Broadcasting Company 
has saved the Promenade Concerts by 
its recognition that a good balance- 
sheet and the furthering of art are 
equally important. Grand opera in 
England has struggled hard to live, and 
much praise must be awarded to those 
faithful spirits who have kept it alive. 
Covent Garden, however, its Mecca, never 
has been more than an exotic thing. Its 
seasons have been designed for the fashion- 
able world, and have been forced accord- 
ingly into an artificiality which is not 
wholly desirable. Stars of the first 
magnitude have jostled one another on 
its boards, with the result that, while the 
elegant have been able to derive great 
pleasure from the nice appraisal of famous 
singers, the high cost of seats, consequent 
upon the employment of so much brilliance, 
has kept many citizens away who in other 
circumstances might have become devotees. 
It is not thus that opera is conducted on 
the Continent. There well-balanced, if 
““starless,” companies give excellent 
renderings of famous works to a public 
which has been educated to view opera as a 
form. of dramatic art rather than as an 
arena for individual performance. Under 
the new scheme many improvements will 
be made. While Covent Garden’s grand 
season will be preserved in its pristine 
glory and will enjoy a run of ten weeks 
at the pristine prices, there will be two 
additional seasons of six weeks each—one 
in the autumn and the other in the 
winter—designed to bring opera within 
the scope of a wider public. In the 
provinces there will be a season of two 
weeks in at least six centres. Altogether 
two hundred performances will be given 
every year, of which not less than sixty 
will be broadcast. Moreover, so far as may 
be possible, the artists employed ‘will be 
“almost exclusively British.” Under such 
a régime the ordinary man will have 
little excuse if he continues to wallow 
in his present ignorance of one of the 
best entertainments that the world can 
offer. Opera, like brown sherry, is largely 
an acquired taste; like brown sherry, it 
is a taste worthy to be acquired. In 
commerce we are taught that demand 
creates supply; in art the reverse is true. 
It is our belief that the comparative 
failure of grand opera hitherto to capture 
the people of these islands is due largely 
to its inaccessibility. When on at least 
sixty days of the year it bursts 
triumphantly from myriad loud-speakers 
and, in its full-dress form, is available 
from time to time in six provincial cities, 
the public, like Oliver Twist, surely will 
ask for more. : 


Rector and Organist. 


We do not suppose that there will be 
perfect peace between the rector and his 
organist so long as congregations sing—or 
do not sing—in churches. The trouble is 
that rector and organist are generally 
prone to regard the question of church 
music from different viewpoints. With 
long experience in the conduct of Services, 
the rector is reasonably inclined to 
advocate the music which, as he knows, 
will stimulate his congregation, and is to 
some extent unmindful of its appeal to the 
professed lover of music. Organists, on 
the other hand, are musicians first and 
foremost—always competent, and fre- 
quently brilliant, musicians. The anthem 
or hymn that stirs a member of the con- 
gregation may be an empty jingle 
to the organist, while the fine ant 
elaborate airs which delight the 
organist may leave an average congrega- 
tion unmoved. Hard, therefore, is the 
rector’s task ; for, in his capacity as over- 
seer, he must steer a middle course, avoid- 
ing, on the one hand, a music which ‘is 
caviare to the general, and, on the other 
hand, a music that lacks proper dignity 
in the educated musician’s eyes. We print 
to-day a resolution adopted at a meeting 
of the Leinster Society of Organists and 
Choirmasters which was held last Satur- 
day. This resolution protests against the 
assumption that “it is more fit and 
proper that a clergyman should undertake 
the position of eonductor rather than the 
local organist or choirmaster.’’ It is a 
pity that any conflict should arise be- 
tween clergymen and their most valued 
lieutenants, and we sympathise with both 
parties alike, since both, obviously, are 
zealous for the Church’s good. We do not 
helieve that such an issue can be settled 
by resolutions. The cause of dispute lies 
in the roots of human nature; the contest 
is between sense of duty and professional 
pride. Only tact and finé adjustment will 
do anything to banish a touch of secular 
rivalry from choirs and places where they 
sing.

LIMITATION DISCUSSED 


AT GENEVA. 


—————— 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Saturday. 
The ‘interminable question of the 
methods for the limitation of material for 
land armaments we go Siw at this 
morning’s sitting of the Preparatory Com- 
mittee for the Mama Conference, 


'and occupied the whole sitting for three 


and a half hours. 
The point under discussion was the pro- 
1 by the French delegation seovidina 
or the limitation of annual expenditure 
on the upkeep, purchase and manufacture 
of war material for land armaments, and 
for the application of the principle of 
direct limitation to land war material. 


BUDGET LIMITATION. 

After a lengthy discussion the French 
proposal was agreed to. 

Referring to the British proposal con- 
cerning Budget limitation, Viscount Cecil 
explained that, if the Budget Imitation 
were rejected by certain Powers with 
regard to naval armaments, the British 
Government would hardly be able to apply 
it to such armaments. 

Viscount Cecil added that the British 
proposal was drafted in general terms as 
not to complicate the work of the Con- 
eT, Massigl (Fr greed to Lord 

. Massigli ance) a to. 
Cecil’s uas, AR. in iona on the under- 
standing that an itional inguiry should 
be made by Budget experts. 

The Netherlands delegation proposed 
that States should be either enabled to 
adopt the direct method of limitation or 
the Budget method, or both, but Viscount 
Cecil was unable to accept this thesis. 
He said that he could not agree that 
countries should be left entirely free to 
adopt whichever system they liked. 


THE VOTE. 

Mr. Sato (Japan) shared Lord Cecil’s 
view. 

After further discussion Lord Cecil 
urged an immediate vote on the French 
proposal, which he regarded as very 
definite. 

The Chairman thereupon put the vote, 
whether the drafting of the article on the 
limitation of land material should be left 
to the Conference. 

Only two delegations—namely, the 
Italian and the Soviet—voted in favour. 
Consequently the proposal was rejected. 

The French proposal was adopted by 
fifteen votes to one, while a note attached 
to the French proposal—to the effect that 
the Conference will take into acount the 
report of the Budgetary Experts in order 
to permit the drawing up of an annexe 
with reference thereto—was carried by 
sixteen votes to none against. 

The Committee subsequently adjourned 
until Monday. 


THE KING AND QUEEN. 


A VISIT TO SANDRINGHAM. 

The King and Queen left London on 
Saturday for Sandringham, where they 
will spend a week,

Liberal Tactics. 

In Liberal circles it is anticipated that 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, having received 
assurances of support from a majority of 
the Liberal Party, will agree to be 
appointed Chief Whip at the meeting to- 
morrow, and sg og oa, Ce be able to 
carry with him in the Lobby some fifty 
votes when necessary. Against this fact 
must be placed the remarkable speech 
made by Sir John Simon at Cleckheaton 
yesterday, with its direct intimation of 
profound dissatisfaction with Liberal 
tactics, which cannot but have an effect 
on the members of the Libera] Party who 
are following Mr. Lloyd George’s lead 
blindly. The wisdom of Sir John Simon's 
statement that, ‘‘ while the shrinking from 
giving an adverse vote may proceed from 
the highest motives, it is not understood 
by the country or respected by the Govern- 
ment,’’ cannot be questioned. 

Imperial Unity. 

Lord Lloyd has written gravely in 
regard to the future of the Empire and 
the dangers of its present constitution in 
an introduction to a book entitled ‘‘ New 
Imperial Ideals,' by Mr. Robert Stokes. 
He says that the whole civilised world 
outside the British Empire has awaited 
the decisions of the Imperial Conference 
with unprecedented interest and some com- 
prehensive anxiety. Public attention, he 
says, is being focussed more and more 
upon the possibilities of closer economic 
relations between scattered Empire units. 
Yet there are only a few people in this 
country—and probably still fewer over- 
‘seas—who realise the profound change 
that was wrought in the fabric and 
governance of the Empire by the decisions 
of the 1926 Imperial Conference, or 
appreciate that, however beneficent the 
ultimate results of the ‘‘ equality of 
status ' formula then reached may be, the 
step taken to meet individual desires has 
done grave injury for the time being to 
the co-ordination and direction of the 
organic whole. A perusal, indeed, of the 
White Paper recently issued to Parlia- 
ment, which deals with the legislation 
necessary to implement the main decisions 
of the 1926 Conference, shows vividly the 
instant need to replace the now abandoned 
}machinery of ‘the past by an organisation 
fit to take the new strains and adequate 
to the new conditions. the 


Irish Civil Servants. 


Two Irishmen holding important 
positions in the British Civil Service have 
received promotion. Mr. John Stirling 
Ross is appointed Principal Assistant 
Secretary at the Air Ministry, and Mr. J. 
M. Spaight becomes Director of Accounts 
in the same department. Both of these 
officials entered the Civil Service from 
Ireland, and both were at the War Office 
in financial departments until the forma- 
tion of the Royal Air Force. Much of the 
framework upon which the accountancy 
system of the Air Ministry was con- 
structed was designed by Mr. Stirling 
Ross, who is a Commander of the Bath 
and a Commander of.the British Empire. 
Mr. Spaight, another C.B.E., was the 
head of the department responsible for 
financial matters connected with travelling 
by Royal Air Force officers. and men, and 
the transportation of material and quarter- 
ing. He was conspicuously successful in 
his ability to meet the requirements of the 
Service on the one hand, and to satisfy tho 
demands of the Treasury on the other. 


Road Traffic, 


The new Road Traffic Act here will be 
responsible for further regulations in re- 
gard to motor cars and traffic conditions. 
For the present the new regulations con- 
cern drivers, third-party insurance and 
the speed limit, and come into effect on 
January list; but there will be other 
changes in due course. One alteration 
will be the introduction of a standard of 
safety for motor vehicles, the result of 
which will be to eliminate many old cars 
from the roads. Cars which ought to 
have ended their days on the scrap heap 
years ago are seen sometimes on the high- 
ways, and it is certain that they will 
fail to comply with the new'rule designed 
to ensure a reasonable degree o! 
efficiency in the interests of other road 
users. There is another possibility under 
the Act. Proprietors of motor coaches 
believe that the Minister may stop the 
indiscriminate granting of licences by loca! 
authorities pending a complete reorganisa- 
tion under the Act. 


The Consumers’ Council Bill. 


The text of the Consumers’ Council] Bill 
—a measure likely to meet with consider- 
able opposition hn it comes before the 
House of Commons-—was published yester- 
day, and shows that it is proposed to set 
up a Council of seven members, two of 
whom will be women. This Council wil! 
investigate questions dealing with the pro: 
duction, distribution, supply or price of 
commodities—as food, clothing, fuel and 
other things in common use—and it wil! 
have power to summon before it an} 
persons likely to be able to afford materia! 
information, and such persons may have to 
produce their books and accounts. The 
Council will report to the Board of Trade 
when it finds cases of over-charging, and 
the Board will be able to make an order 
fixing a price, and to enforce its adoption. 


Potatoes. 


The lifting of the English crop oí 

tatoes, retarded to some extent by un- 
avourable conditions last month, is being 
continued, and the latest estimate places 
the crop at about half-a-million tons below 
the average for the last ten years. Disease 
has been more or less prevalent in most 
districts, and considerable doubt exists 
about the keeping qualities of the potatoes. 
but, fortunately, the principal areas seem 
to be less affected by disease than those 
counties in which potatoes are not the most 
important of the root crops. 


The Royal Irish Constabulary. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer will be 
asked by Mr. Ross to-morrow whether he 
intends to introduce measures for the re- 
vision of the pensions of pre-war Roya! 
Trish Constabulary pensioners, and 
whether he will have arrangements made 
to wind up the Royal Irish Constabulary 
Fund.

ways have. put before the railway trade

Tivey are as s vere as the depression which, 
not of recent «.* in, has iately been inténsified 
and has cut off £8,500,000 of railway revenue 
in the last ten months. The men are asked 
to surrender a great deal of both their fixed 
rates of pay and the other conditions of em- 
pleyment, which have given them a favour- 
able position in comparison with the workers 
of other industries, and which have their 
financial, as well as social, advantages. 

First, there are the reductiens in the rates 
of pav. The companies are claiming a re- 
dnetion of six shillivgs a week in the pay 
of the adult male staff, and that the 
minimum s all be 38s. instead of 40s., 
that the junior and the female ~ages 
staff shall be paid 3s. a week less. and the 
advlt male salaried staff shall receive from 
£10 to £15 a vear less, and women clerks 
from 3s. to 4s. 6d. a week less. Most of the 
financial savings at which the companies are 
aiming will come from these deductions, but, 
in addition, the proposals covering the other 
conditions of the service—the calculation of 
overtime by the week instead of by the day. 
the abolition of the time and a half rate of 
nay for Sunday duty, and the time and a 
auarter rate of pay for duty in the middle of 
the night—will deprive the men of important 
additions to their standard rates of wages. 
These proposals, along with others that vary 
the method of rostering and permit of the 
week’s work being done in unequal spells. 
will not entirely abolish overtime, but they 
will greatly reduce its amount.

Fullowing their defeat by Cambridge University, 
Dublin University visited don-irish at Motspur 
Park on Saturday. and were beaten by a placed 
goal to a try. This was the first meeting between 
the two clubs, and it was particularly unfortunate 
that the fixture should have been attended by such 
deplorable weather conditions. 

Rain fell for several hours before the start,

Dublin out of the selection of the four 
Bohemians, or to express an opinion good, 
bad or indifferent regarding the '' possi- 
bilities.”” The only comments that those to 
whom I spoke would commit themselves .to 
were something like these—‘‘ It would be a 
nice state of affairs if amateur footballers 
were not free to do as they desired, provided 
they were not guilty of football misconduct 
thereby ”; “there should be only one 
governing Association, as Ireland is too 
small for two,” and ‘‘ everyone here has been 
talking about the match during the week as 
the result of the splendid: advertisement it 
received in the papers, and there should 
consequently be a record “gate.” ”’ 

There was no hint as to how a one 
Association plan that would reconcile all in- 
terests could be evolved, and there seemed 
to be a liglit-hearted indifference to what has 
occurred in Free State circles. That the Free 
Staters might be able to improve their posi- 
tion internationally in the not distant future 
was simply scoffed at, and as for the grave 
hurt that has been inflicted on Irish amateur 
football through the differences that now 
exist in the Bohemian Club, which bas 
always stood for and maintained the highest 
traditions of amateurism, and given an un- 
shakable loyalty to the Associations to whom 
it was due—that aspect of the case, from 
what I could glean, had little or no concern 
for anyone. 

There would, however, be a record ‘‘gate’’ 
for the match, despite the. circumstance that 
it was not a ‘‘ closed date.” and that two 
ordinary Irish League matches were permitted 
to clash with this international fixture. But, | 
although this match was advertised as no 
other home international soccer match had

Tt was Ireland's third victory in twenty |

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SOME ENCOURAGING FACTORS. |

Although nothing like a general recovery 
took place in Stock Markets last week the 
tone was brighter, and one or two favour- 
able developments can be reported. The Aus- 
tralian sityation has been improved by the 
rejection of the proposals for a postpone- 
ment of the repayment of internal debt to 
the amount of £27,000,000, thus leading to a 
moderate recovery in the Government Loans. 
In the more speculative departments the 
feeling has been strengthened by the main- 
tenance of the interim dividends by the 
Royal Dutch and Shell Oil Companies and by 
the American proposals for the curtailment 
of copper production, while a fresh agree- 
ment, which evidently is regarded as of a 
favourable character, has been reached be- 
tween the Union Government of South 
Africa and the Diamond Syndicate. The rise 
in the price of copper and tin has. created. a 
hope that the worst of the depression in pase 
metals has been witnessed, and it may be 
noted that throughout the week rubber shares 
maintained a relatively firm tendency. - 


ADVERSE POINTS. 


There are some dark spots in the picture, 
particularly the Board of Trade returns, the 
various announcements of reduced dividends 
or no distribution at all by industrial com- 
panies, and the possibilities connected with 
the proposals of the English railway com- 

anies for a substantial reduction in wages. 
It is to be feared that this last development 
may lead to trouble, for naturally the pro- 
posals will be strongly resisted by the men. 
The adverse effect of the unsatisfactory an- 
nual company reports that are now appear- 
ing would be less if there were reason to 
velieve that the future holds out some hope 
of a material imprevement in business gene- 
rally. In that case the absence of divi- 
dends and substantial reduction in profits 
would be regarded as a thing of the past, but 
as yet there is little evidence that condi- 
tions’ are materially better. 


SAFETY FIRST STOCKS. 


The firmness of gilt-edged securities is 
somewhat noteworthy, having regard to the 
hardening of money rates caused by the heavy 
withdrawals of gold for France. Prices in 
this section are higher now than when the 
Bank rate was reduced to 3 per cent. in 
May last. There is, of course, no hope 
of a further reduction. for money rates are 
likely to rise rather than fall in, the near 
future; yet the appreciation in /gilt-edged 
securities was entirely based on cheap money 
considerations and the necessity for using 
abundant supplies of cheap credit. This sur- 
plus credit is not now in evidence, thanks 
iargely to the withdrawal of foreign balances 
from the London market, partly in the form 
of gold, so that a fresh rise in the Funds 
would be dificult to justify.

From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Business in all departments of the pro- 
vision trade continues quiet, and notwith- 
standing the near approach of Christmas 
there does not appear to be much inclination 
on the part of traders to commit. themselves 
iar forward. So far as bacon is concerned 
the large arrivals of Continental cures have 
caused buyers to act cautiously, and, al- 
though killings in Denmark last week were 
very heavy, those in Holland were lighter, 
but little relief may be expected for some time 
to come.

WHAT THE SANTANDER 
RACE IS LIKE. 

What the daily routine can be, and what life 
may be like in a relatively small cruising yacht 
taking part in an ocean race, formed the subject, 
for Mr. R. Noel Guinness’s lecture to his fellow- 
members at the monthly ;ennion of Howth S.C., 
held on Saturday evening at the Clermont Hotel, 
Howth, 

The Vice-Commodore was one of the amateur 
crew aboard his nephew's s;awl yacht, Avocet, of 
62 tons, which took part in the Plymouth to 
Santander race last August. Bar the cook and 
a boy, Avocet’s crew was composed of amateurs, 
and here is one of ‘the first troubles an owner 
is up against in a race of the kind—possible 
differences with the professional crew, In Avocet’'s 
case her for'ard hands claimed that they had 
shipped for cruising end not for facing, and 
went ashore. 

In the South of England, however, there are 
always willing volunteers te be had from the 
Navy and Army for an event of the kind, and 
Mr. E. D. Guinness thereupon shipped two Navy 
and two Army officers (in é¢ailor parlance, two 
officers and two “soldier” officers) to make up 
his crew, and one of the former, Lappily enough, 
was an expert navigator. The weather had been 
very bad in the English Channel during the weeks 
before the start, co. much so that there was talk 
of putting off the event; but this was over-ruled, 
and’ on the appointed day fourteen yachts started, 
two bearing famous names—viz., Jolie Brise and 
Amaryllis (the late Commander Mulhauser’s old 
ship), for example. 

The Yice-Commodore’s ‘story was that he took 
a good breakfast on that morning, wondering 
when he would have another. The wind. was 
strong and more or less ahead, and reefing was 
general; there was a steep sea. and they had 
to weather Ushant, over 150 miles away—that 
graveyard of ships—before they could open the 
Bay of Biscay.

DEMONSTRATION FLIGHTS

The Westland Wessex tri-engined, six- 
seater, cabin monoplane, which is engaged in 
a tour of the principal cities in England and 
Ireland, arrived at Baldonnel Aerodrome, Co, 
Dublin, yesterday morning from Belfast. 

The purpose of the tour is to introduce to 
business men and firms with up-to-date ideas 
regarding speed in communication and 
transit a means of realising those ideas, and 
to prove the ‘suitability of the machine’ for 
passenger and ireight-carrying purposes 
generally, 

The Westland Wessex is a large black and 
gold moncplane with very pleasing lines. She 
is very comfortably built. 


SAFETY OF THREE ENGINES. 
A ilight in the monoplane yesterday after- 


noon showed that she is a very sturdy and- 


trustworthy machine. ‘The purpose of three 
engines is to prevent forced landings through 
engine failure. This monoplane is capable 
of flying with a full load on two engines, 
while on only one engine she cán maintain a 
very easy glide, giving the pilot every oppor- 
tunity of finding a suitable landing ground, 
The crusing speed is about 95 miles an hour, 


and the maximum speed is 108 to 110 miles 


an hour. The engines fitted are of the Armstrong 
Siddeley Genet Major type of 105 h.p. 
Inside in the warm cabin there was ho 
difficulty in conversing, as there was a marked 
absence of engine noise and vibration. 


DEMONSTRATION FLIGHTS. 

The monoplane will remain at Baldonnel 
Aerodrome until to-morrow afternoon, for the 
purpose of giving demonstration flights. to 
persons interested in aviation and in the 
machine, It will then leave for England. 

Many prominent citizens, including the 
Lord Mayor, have been invited to go Toe a 
flight, Quite a number of people were taken 
up yesterday afternoon. 

Captain H. M. “Talbot-Lehmann, the 
organiser oí the tour for the Westland Air- 
craft Works, Yeovil, England, the manufac- 
turers of the machine, was at the aerodrome. 
Mr. J. F. Brunton was the pilot of the 
machine. 

Mr. Talbot-Lehmann stated that they 
would be unable to go to Cork on this trip.

-| IN DUBLIN, 


A sale in aid of the funds of the Welfare 
Dining Rooms, in connection with the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade in Ireland, was 
opened by Mrs. W. T. Cosgrave ‘in’ the 
Brigade Hall, Great Strand street, Dublin, 
last Saturday. There was a large attendance 
during the day, and -business was brisk. 

Sir John Lumsden, who opened the pro- 
ceedings, said that-it gave them all. great 
satisfaction and pleasure in being honoured 
by the presence of Mrs. Cosgrave, the wife 
ol President Cosgrave, who had come to open 
Mrs. Cosgrave had visited the 


the work being done there. It was, there- 
fore, a great encouragement to the Brigade 
workers to know that they had the kindly 
sympathy of the President and Mrs, Cos- 
grave, (4pplause.) 

EXCELLENT RESULTS. 

He was pleased to say that their welfare 
department continued. to develop, and the 
results. attained had been very satisfactory. 
j They now had three dining roofms—at the 
rear of 14 Merrion square, in the Brigade 
Hall, and one recently opened at Keogh 
Barracks. They fed expectant’ mothers be- 
fore their .confinement and for a couple of 
months after their babies were born. It 
was really a pre-natal clinic, and it ensured 
that these r woten, whose husbands were 
unemployed, and whose families were in dire 
want and on the verge of starvation, received 
at least. one good meal a day. Thus they 
were helped to bring a healthy baby into the 
world, and were enabled to nurse it them- 
selves. Their results had been excellent, the 
death-rate had been low, and they had the 
satisfaction of seeing their women leave them 
with a healthy child, and with á reasonable 
hope of growing into a good citizen. 
(Applause. ) 

MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE. 

That they had secured the good-will of the 
late Commissioners, and municipal assistance 
through them, had greatly encouraged them. 
They felt that they had been some help to 
that city and the municipal welfare scheme, 
and the Chief Medical Officer of Health, Dr. 
Russell, had been their constant friend and 
adviser in many matters. (Applause.) As 
long as they could raise money by their flag 
days and sales such as that, they were willing 
to carry on their work and co-operate in the 
welfare scheme for the poor, but if at.a later 


these lines and could take over that class of 
work, they will be quite ready to close down 
and to hand over to them or to any women’s 
committee the Corporation might appoint, and 
to give them the benefit of their experience. 
They-trusted that they would continue to re- 
ceive the same assistance from the new Dublin 
Corporation. He could assure them they were 
only too anxious to help as long as they were 
needed. 
CALLS FOR ASSISTANCE. 

This coming winter would, he feared, be a 
severe one. Unemployment was rampant and 
increasing, and organisations like the St. 
Vincent. de Paul Society and their little one 
were likely to have many calls for assistance, 
He, therefore, commended most earnestly their 
work to the charitably-minded, and could 
assure them that every penny contributed to 
them would be spent in the most economical 
manner and for the best interests of these poor 
hungry women. To Miss Blandford, Miss 
Barrington and their Committee they were in- 
debted for their constant and successful efforts 
in making that welfare department such a 
boon, and they, therefore, now appealed for 
support in money and clothing for the women 
and the babies, also foodstuffs, vegetables, and 
so. forth. 

HISTORY OF THE DININGROOMS. 

Miss Barrington, giving an account of why 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade started the 
diningrooms for destitute expectant mothers, 
said that as far back as 1920 the’ Brigade 
was giving help to sick persons in the shape 
of orders on shops for groceries, etc. By 
1922 the number of persons applying had so 
increased that. the help had to be confined 
to sick children. Their next step was to 
tackle the question of trying to save these 
babies from being born starved’ by giving 
food orders on certain shops to expectant 
‘mothers. Their visitors found that this food 
was being given to the family in general and 
that no good was being done to nourish the 
coming baby. This point troubled the Com- 
mittee for some time, it being felt. that the 
only way to help these poor mothers to have 
healthy babies was to provide nourishing 
cooked food and see it eaten by the mother 
herself. 

In 1924, 


remises having been provided by 
the Joint 


ommittee of the Red Cross and 
St. John at the rear of their offices 
in Merrion square, the first free pre- 
natal and post-natal diningroom was opened. 
In 1926 a second diningroom was started in 
the Brigade Hall, Great Strand street. 


A GROWING DEMAND. 

The demand grew as the work became 
known, and in 1929, through the great in- 
terest of Dr. M. J. Russell, the department 
received recognition from the Public Health 
authorities, and a grant of £100 per annum 
was made. The Public Health authorities 
fitted up premises for tlem in Keogh square, 
and on the órd of this month the Brigade 
cpened a diningroom there, making in all 
three St. John maternity diningrooms in the 
city. The Public Health authorities also in- 
creased their grant. It was to enable them 
to carry on this work in those districts that 
they held their annual sale. 

uring the first nine months of this year 
550 women received help. ‘two hundred and 
seventy-one received dinners, 215 of whom 
were confined and were given the maternity 
pm baby clothes and two chemises for 
erself, the remaining 59, being unable to 
attend the diningrooms, got some help, either 
baby clothes only or with the maternity 
grant. The St. John Ambulance Brigade 
gave 124 sets of baby clothes (two of each 
garment in the set) and the British Red 
Cross Society 101 to the wives of men who 
served in the British Army and were married 
before 1921. 


UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 
Mr. Ma F, Rowan said that as a citizen 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade struck him 
ag a unique organisation. Its energies were 
devoted to the health of the rich and poor 
alike, and in the past they had had many 
examples of the part played by the Brigade 
in rendering service to both rich and poor. 
lts work went on quietly and unobtrnsively. 

Speaking of unemployment, he said that on 
the previous evening he had heard announced 
figures, which he understood were official, of 
the number of unemployed in the Irish Free 
State. These figures showed that in 1922 
they had 38,000 registered unemplored, and 
to-day the number was 21,000. This gave 
room for hope for the future. 

Regarding the form of relief given by the 
Brigade, he suggested that in any future re- 
consideration of the scheme they might con- 
sider the question of relief in the payment 
of rents. | 

Miss Buchanan spoke’ of her experience 
of child. welfare work on the . Continent, 
where, she faid, they were aiming 
at having a ‘generation of Al citizens, 
She described one of the child welfare 
centres in Budapest, and said that in that city 
there were 102 ‘trained nurses associated with 
the scheme and 30 assistants. In one year 
18,000 children passed through their hands in 
that one city. Im Vienna she was amazed by 
what had ' been accomplished in the new 
housing scheme. 

Dr. T. K. Reddin, Assistant Medical Officer 
of-Health, expressed his appreciation of the 
work that the Brigade was doing in connec- 
tion with the prevention of infantile mortality. 
and said that the Brigade had co-operated 
most heartily with the public health authori- 
ties in that respect.

“ A SOLDIERS’ BATTLE THIS 
TIME.” 

Mr. J. Bromley, General Secretary of 
the Associated Society of - Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, speaking at Nun- 
eaton yesterday, said the railway com- 
panies were making their present demands 
because they thought the men were 
apathetic and would not fight.
